CONDITIONS INTRICATE.

JAPS FAIL TO | 
SUBDUE KOREA. 


Source of Continual Trouble 
to Nipponese. 
Refuse to Give Up Liberty of 


Good Fighters. 


(Continued from First Page.) 


changed the policy she inaugurated 
when she wrested the suzerainty 
over Korea away from Russia siz- 
teen years ago, with the approval 
of the United States and other pow- 
ers, and set in motion the machinery 
by which she annexed the country 
five years later. They credit the 
military government imposed upon 
their country with permitting the 
Sreatest atrocities on the Koreans, 
who do not bow to the power of 
the Japanese Mikado. They can- 
not prove their charges of course, 
because of the secrecy that charer- 
terizes the administration of the 
country, where martial law is su- 
preme and civil processes of redress 
difficult to invoke. 

These same leaders have admitted 
to me, however, that the Japanere 
methods of.reprisal in discouraging 
revolutionary ventures are much 
more frequent than its generally 
known and are to a very great ex- 
tent justified. 

WOMEN SHOT DOWN. 

A Korean leader who fully appre- 
clates the difficulties of the ambi 
tion of his country to secure real 
independence without the help of 
some of the important world pow- 
ers told me that he knew the rae: 
anese troops in varioug. parts of the 
country had shot down defenseless 
men and women within the last 

because they refused 
to disclose the identity of revolu- 
tionary leaders concerning whom 
they were in complete ignorance. If 
this statemént is true, there ig no 
way of finding it out, use the 
military government of Korea will 
not permit the publication of in- 
formation of the sort and, in fact. 
forbids it. 

Since the outbreak two years ago 
there has been no general move- 
ment among the Korean insurgents. 
That was when leaders of the move- 
ment defied the Japanese authori- 
tiles and publicly proclaimed “the 
Declaration of Independence of Ko- 
rea,” for which some of t were 
thrown into prison, and, according 
to popular belief, several were shot. 
The incident was really one of the 
most dramatic that ever occu 
in the history of such movements. 

VILLAGE 1S BURNED. 

A month after the Seoul “revolu- 
tion” the Japanese soldiers raided 
and burned the village of Che-Am- 
Ri, which was said to be a hotbed 
of revoluation, and, according to re- 
ports at the time, several hundred 
persons were killed. The Japanese 
censorship would not permit the de- 
tails to be published. Several Jap- 
anese newspapers credited the “rev- 
olution” to the influence of the for- 

mbun, a Japanese ub- 
lished at Chemulpo, 4 

“The stirring up, the minds of the 
Koreans is the sin of the miassionariea. 
This uprising is their work. In inves- 
tigating the cause of the uprising two 
or three missionaries have been ar- 
rested and examined. There are a 
good many shallow-minded people 
among the missionaries and they 
have made the minds of the Korean 
people bad and they plant the seeds 
of democracy.” 


Barring the attempt to assassinate 
Baron Saito and Administrator 
Schmidzu, which occurred last au- 
tumn, there have been no hostile acts 
of approximate magnitude as far as 
the people are permitted to know. 
But the military is ever present and 
watchful and, according to admis- 
sions made by the Korean leaders, 
frequently resort to cruel methods 
for discouraging hostile propaganda. 

MANY FLEE TO MONGOLIA. 

Korean leaders told me that there 
are between 1,000,000 and 2,000,000 
of their fellow-countrymen in Mon- 
golia and Manchuria, whither they 
have fled to escape punitive aggres- 
sions of the Japanese. There pa- 
triots are officially described as 
“criminals,” their offense being the 
promotion of the 
movement. The same authorities 
are responsible for the information 
that these men, who are said to be 
in a desperate state of poverty, lack 
only leadership and equipment to 
take their field against the Jananese 
in their native country. The Chinese 
Governor-General of Manchuria re- 
cently appropriated 1,000,000 yen for 
relief work among these Koreans. 

The leaders of the Korean inde- 
pendence movement accord credit to 
the Japanese for conferring some 
benefits. They enumerate an increase 
of 400 miles in railroads sin an- 
nexation, 9000 additional mfiés of 
telegraph, 14,000 more miles of tele- 
phone, double the amount of rice and 
other agricultural products, im- 
proved sanitary conditions in the 
cities, the best hotel in the Orient, 
moving pictures, tram cars, the res- 
toration of the old parks, pagodas, 
temples and shrines. But they say 
that Japan and not Korea has been 
the beneficiary of all these things 
and that Korea could provide them 
at less cost under her own govern- 
ment. 

They further say that all the bene- 
fits of “Japanese civilization” the 
kado'’s government may provide will 
not make Japanese out of Koreans.

chine, though the idea of perpetual 
motion suggested it and though the 
wheel operates itself independently 
of the little motor that lifts the 
ba 


lis. 

“IT have, in all my studies of the 
history of power engines, found only 
five machines that produce power. 
The first is the water-wheel, after 
which this wheel is fashioned; the 
second is the wind-mill; the third, 
the steam engine; the fourth, the 
gas engine; the fifth, the electric 
motor. This is the sixth power en- 
gine to be introduced to the world.” 

REVOLUTION PREDICTED. 

Then Web ventufed into the fu- 
ture when, as he believes, his grav- 
ity wheel will revolutionize power 
production. He claims there will be 
no limit of horsepower that it will 
be able to produce. He states that 
if it takes one horsepower to lift the 
balis, the wheel will in return pro- 
duce seventy horsepower. The size 
of the wheel and the weight of the 
steel balis will determine the amount 
of power to be produced. But so 
far, his gravity wheel is yet in its 
infancy, a very crude apparatus of 
timbers and tin, hidden behind 
heavy padlocks in his barn. 

Web does not like his apparatus 
spoken of as a gon motion 
machine. Perpeutal motion, he de- 
clares, is synonymous to “nut.” He 
does not like to exhibit his inven- 
tion, nor does he prate about it. 
He had to be coaxed yesterday.

Web Lymburner. They know all 
about his machine. But he’s a hard 
man to find. Daily he makes a 
tour of the machine shops in town 
and loves to linger around the pool 
halls, watching the gyrations of the 
balls on the pool table. When he 
was found yesterday he was 
“killin’ a bottle of sody-pop” in the 
poolroom he once owned. He shies 
at engineers who hound him for a 
peep at his apparatus and he balks 
when’ folk want to buy stock in it, 
but after much persuasion he 
pushed the barn door open yester- 
day for the reporter.

A lustrous contradiction to the 
theory that stage and professional 
marriages are unsuccessful is 
Bianche Bates, one of the foremost 
figures on our native stage, and co- 
star with Henry Miller in James 
Forbes's comedy, “The Famous Mra. 
Fair,” which opens at the Mason to- 
morrow night. 

A devoted wife and mother, she 
finds time for the expression of her 
art, and for the carrying on of «a 
multitude of outside interests. In 
private life Blanche Bates is. as 
nearly everybody knows, Mrs. George 
Creel, wife of George Creel, author, 
publicist and hirtorian, who was 
much in the public eye during the 
World War as chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Public Information. 

HER RETURN TO STAGE. 
At the time of her marriage to 
Mr. Creel, Miss Bates retired from 
the stage. This retirement was in- 
tended as a permanent one, but 
along came the war. -

Inspectors Guard Ports From Sea- 
faring Rodents. ~ ° 

Harbor officials exercise great 
care along the New York water 
front to keep rats from gaining the 
shore via the mooring lines without 
passing quarantine inspection. As 
the only way rodents on incoming 
vessels can pass inspection is to die, 
it is natural that those with lean- 


ings toward life ashore take advan- 
tage oppcrtunities offered by 
careless barge captains to smuggle 
themselves to terra firma. 

It is not unusual to see big liners 

of the well-known transportation 
companies carefully moored, a rat 
guard on every hawser and sufficient 
distance between the ship's side and 
dock to-discourage any athletic rat, 
with a fleet of barges on the other 
side touching the ship and extend- 
ing clear across the next dock, thus 
affording a direct route ashore for 
all rats that care to land. 
Rats, as any mariner knows, are 
wise beyond their years, the master 
of a harbor tug o ved recently 
in discussing the rat problem. It 
never seems to occur to the health 
inspectors that when the rats can’t 
get ashore via the ropes the next 
best thing is to drop into a barge 
alongside and be ferried to some 
distant or near-by dock, where get- 
ting to land requires no hazard 
other than climbing to the nearest 
cap log.—[New York Sun.

care of the unemployed and prevent 
crime seems to be the all-important 
subject; so I wish te make a few 


suggestions. 
It will be cheaper to take care of 
the unemployed before they become 


prepared to capture 
criminals at the least possible cost, 
and make this a very undesirable 
place to carry on their vocation. 

We should supply board and shel- 
ter for four hours’ work, as in 1916; 
or do as.much better by them as pos- 
sible, so there will not be any excuse 
to be on the street after midnight. 

Pass ordinance requiring persons 
having business out after midnight 
to get a permit—issued free—an 
where good character is shown, allow 
them a deputy sheriff or police com- 
mission wi pay—revocable on 
misconduct. 

Officers should use judgment and 
not arrest reputable citizens un- 


javoidably out after midnight; thus 


giving officers the right to run in 
the riff-raff, which should be fined 
and made to work it out on the road 
or street. The first offense in many 


‘cases might be a suspended sentence. 


Very often hold-up men wil! try 
to hold up an officer in citizen's 
clothes, with others in hearing to 
assist.

LONDON, Oct. 14.—Attacks up- 
on dGead heroes usually are not 
popular things, and Lord Haig is 
provi to Lord Esher, author of 
“The y ef Lord Kitchener.”

ship Hampshire when she was tor- 
pedoed by the Germans off the

But now, after his death, few sub- 
scribe to the criticisms of Lord 
Esher and the dead man's old com- 
rades in arms are most vehement in 
their condemnation of it. England 
as a whole, made up of lovers of 
fair play, applauds Lord Haig's de- 
cided stand in his te’s de- 
fense. To the judgme of Lord 
Haig is added that of beth great 
French soldiers, Marshals Foch and 
Joffre, and the President of France 
the war, Monsieur Poincare. 
Perhaps the severest critic of 
Lord Eisher’se book is Sir George 
Arthur, who was private secretary 
to Lord Kitchener during the two 
war years between 1914 and 1916.

To this Lord Haig adds the state- 
ment that he has no doubt that had 
the opposition to compulsory serv- 
ice been generally continued Lord 
Kitchener would have gone to 
Parliament on his own account, 
emphatically demanding it. This is 
se far from the view expressed in 
the Esher book that the two éetate- 
ments cannot be reconciled. The 
public as a whole unquestionably 
favors the view of Haig and 8ir 
George Arthur.

Here is the letter from Kandy. 
Ceylon, dated June 12: 

I came to Ceylon and expected to 
sall from Colombo, but found this 
island such a wonderful spot, and 
having at hand a letter from my 
people urging me to stay, I have de- 
cided to paint here during June and 
July, and sail August the first. 

The hotel here in Kandy is 
situated on a beautiful lake, and 
ell about are homes nestling under 
the tall palms and tropical foliage. 
You ride by rickshaw and this wdén- 
derful little black man can run for 
miles without tiring. 

What would you think of coming 
on a band of elephants bathing and 
sporting in a stream? It is a won- 
derful sight, and I 
them. They are 
elephants that belong to Pud- 
dhist. temples, and in the temples 
are huge chests for the elephants’ 
robes. 

I have not seen them in proces- 
sion yet, but have seen the Kan- 
dian dancere—men. They do not 
look so different from our Ameri- 
can Indians. Stripped to the waist. 
and covered with rings and brace- 
lets. The men here also wear long 
hair, and their dress is almost like 
the woman's.

I 
loathe India—and love it, too. You 
suffer there.

There is 
so much to do here. I am coming 
back some day, when I will stay 
longef.

Crowds Use Rindge Highway, 
but Not Supervisors. 


Hearing in Controversy Set 
for Next‘W ednesday. 


The big barbecue attended by 300 
persons at the Decker ranch school- 
house in the Malibu yesterday will go 
down in State history as an example 
of the technicalities of the law. Open 
for two days, the Malibu road is 
again closed by order of the court. 
| For the settlers of the Santa n- 
fea mountains the barbecue w a 
celebration of the opening of their 
district to the outside and a tribute 
to the County Board of Supervisors, 
which has fought for the open high- 


way. ,

but an added impetus to carry the 
fight against the road to the Supreme 
Court of the United States. 

In strict compliance with the 
court order, Chairman McClellan of 
the Board of Supervisors, Super- 
visors Wright and Bean and County 
Counse] Hill and his assistant, Paul 
Valee, took the tortuous way from 
Calabasas in the San Fernando 
Valley to the barbecue and returned 
on the same route. 

Everybody else went in through 
the Rindge estate, past the disman- 
tled gate and the protests of the 
Rindge guards, and came back the 
same way. 

Speeches were made by the three 
Supervisors and by Attorney Miller 
at the barbecue, which was in charge 
of Mr. Decker. Judge Burnell and 
County Road Engineer Jones also 
‘were present. Virtually every set- 
tier, in the Santa Monica mountains, 
and a number of guests from Ocean 

and Santa Monica were there. 
POINTS IN CASE. 

Here are the facts of the drama: 

After years of litigation the Board 
of Supervisors secured the.right from 
the cogrt to build a highway up the 
coast ‘from F 
through the Rindge estate of 13,- 
316.20 acres and deposited $20,000 
for the construction of a fence on 
either side of the highway. 

Surveys were tnade and a tempo- 
rary road was graded, the county 
chain gang being largely used for 
the project. 

Thursday morning the Supervisors 
formally declared the road open to 
the public and accompanied by 
guards from the Sheriff's office. went 
to the entrance of the Rindge Ranch 
at Las Flores Canyon, tore down the 
gate and officially opéned the road. 

HEARING WEDNESDAY. 


The same day the Suv isors 
were served with notice that the 
Marblehead Land Company has hel 


titioned the U. 8. District Court to is- 
sue an injunction closing the road 
and an order to show cause, the - 
tion to be heard Friday. A tain. 
porary restraining order, directed 
against the county, was served. 
Hearing of motion of the county to 
dissolve the restraining order con- 
tinved till yesterday in Judge Trip- 
pet's Court and the case was post- 
poned until Wednesday, when it 
will be heard on its merits. 

Meantime, it was agreed in court 
that the road should be closed again 
and remain so pending the outcome 
of the case. . 

The county must file ite answer to 
the complainants’ bill by 10 a.m. 
Tuesda 


Attorneys for the Rindge estate. 
contend that a stipulation was en- 
tered into by the terms of which the 
county agreed to build a twenty- 
two-foot road through the entire 
length of the Malibu ranch, twenty- 
one miles, with proper fences, 
bridges, etc., and that this has not 
been dene and that therefore the 
road should not be declared open. 
COUNTY'S CONTENTION. 

The county counsel, on the other 
hand, cites the final decree of the 
court, which simply states that a 
road ¢hall be built, without describ- 
ing its character. The county at 
firet elected to build the fence and 
later changed its plans and deposit- 
ed the estimated cost, $20,000, with 
the County Clerk. 

Deputy sheriffs sent Thursday to 
maintain an open are now 
doing duty at the same post to aid 
the Rindge ranch in prohibiting per- 
sons from traveling over the road 
untii a decision can be reached in 
Wednesday's hearing.

LAKE TO OCEAN 
WATERWAY PLAN 


Would Deepen St. Laurence 
From Ontario to Montreal. 


$252,728,200. 


Plan to Make Route Navigable 
for Deep-Sea Ships. 


[BY THE ASSOCIATED 

DETROIT, Oct. 15.—The cost of 
making the St. Lawrence River be- 
tween Lake Ontario and Montreal 
navigable to deep-sea vessels was 
estimated at $252.728,200 by Col. 
W. P. Wooten, United States Army 
engineer, agg W. A. Bowden, chief 
engineer of the Canadian depart- 
ment of railways and engineers, 
who made an eighten months’ sur- 
vey of the proposed lakes-to-the 
ocean route for the international 
joint commission. | 

This cost, they reported, would 
provide for a channel depth of 
twenty-five feet with provision in 
the permanent improvements for in- 
creasing the depth to thirty feet, if 
desirable, at an additional cost of 
$17,986,180. 

PLAN POWER PLANT. 

*Maintenance was estimated’ at 
$2,562,000 annually. Their recom- 
mendations, however, contemplated 
also development of a power plant 
that would produce 1,464,000 horse- 
power. This plant, built on a great 
dam at Long Sauit Rapids, near 
Ogdensburg, N. Y., it was declared 
could be expected to produce about 
40 per cent of the potential power 
in the St. Lawrence River. 

The improvement program rec- 
ommended by the engineers contem- 
plates a series of nine locks, thirty- 
three miles of canals, forty and one- 
half miles of lake channel and 10% 
miles of river channel. These im- 
provements were conceived to take 
care of the 220 feet drop from Lake 
Ontario to Montreal. 

Locks 824 feet long by eighty feet 
wide were recommended. anals 
with a bottom width of 200 feet and 
a surface width of 320 feet were 
suggested, and it was recommended 
that all open channels have a bottom 
width of at least 450 feet. ’ 

NINE LOCKS. 

The improvements recommended 
by the United States and Canadian 
engineers called for three locks be- 
tween Montreal and Lake St. Louis: 
three between Lake St. Louis and 
Lake St. Francis, and three between 
Lake St. Francis and Chimney Point, 
near Ogdensburg, N. Y. 

The main dam of the proposed 
hydroelectric plant at Lone Sault 
rapids would develop a head of 
seventy-four feet, the engineers re- 
ported. An emergency dam at 
Ogden Isiand, to be used for regu- 
lation and additional safety also was 
recommended, 

SIZE OF WELLAND CANAL. 

The new Welland ship.canal being 
constructed by the Canadian govern- 
ment ie being built to accommodate 
veesels 800 feet long with a draft 
of twenty-five feet. Provision is 
made, however, for deepening the 
useable depth later to thirty feet. 
The canal is twenty-five miles long 
and steps down a drop of 326% 
feet between Lake Erie and Lake 
Ontaria It is to have seven lift 
locks, three of them twin locks in 
flight, similar to the Gatun Iocks of 
the Panama Canal. It is estimated 
that one of the locks can be filled 
in eight minutes and that passage 

l can be made in 
eight hours. 


The new Welland is the fourth 
canal to be constructed by the 
Canadian government between Lake 
Erie and Lake Ontario. The third. 
or present canal, is restricted to ves- 
sels of not more than fourteen feet 
draft with locks 270 feet long and 
forty-five feet wide. 

The first Welland Canal was built 
as a private enterprise, being com- 
pleted in 1829. It had forty wood- 
en locks, each 110 feet long, twenty- 
two feet wide and eight feet depth 
of water on the sills. 


PRISONERS 
HELP WORK 
OF RESCUE. 


Refuse Flight When Train 
is Wrecked and May be 
Given Pardons for Acts.

LYONS (France) Sept. 22.— 
Handcuffed in pairs and in charge 
of four gendarmes, twelve French 
military prisoners en route to 
Algeria to serve sentences ranging 
from five to fifteen years were 
aboard the Strasbourg-Marseilles ex- 
press when it jumped the track at 
Les Echets, a few miles from here. 
Forty passengers were killed and 
seventy injured. None of the pris- 
oners was seriously hurt, but three 
gendarmes were killed and the 
other, pinned under the wreckage, 
was seriously wounded. 

All semblance of authority and or- 
der had disappeared. The prisoners 
were free but, tnstead of running 
away, they pulled the wounded 
gendarme out of the tangled mass 
of wood and iron and laid him on 
the grass. During the night they 
rescued thirty-one injured passen- 
gers. Then they gave themselves 


up. 

They have since left for Algeria 
to serve their sentences, but it is 
understood that the Minister of War 
is studying the case and the opinion 
is expressed that, in due course of 
red tape, they will be pardoned.

Gen. Wood praised the loyalty and 
thrift of the Filipino women, Fili- 
pinos’ thirst for education and ac- 
complishments in building up a 
sound system of public education.

“The government must encourage, 
not discourage, private enterprise. 
As a general policy I believe that 
the government should keep out of 
the Governor-General 
said. 

After urging a “fuller apprecia- 
tion of the dignity of labor and the 
obligations of citizenship” so as to 


increase agricultural development, 
expand national resources and pro- 
vide adequate funds for the needs of 
progress and development, while 
“living within our income,” Gen.

BERLIN, Sept: 23.—The financial 
Plight of some former high army 
officers who, deprived of government 
pay which was their only income, 
have been reduced to straitened 
circumstances, has caused a move- 
ment among former soldiers to help 
them by donations of sums 
from 5 to 10 marks. Only a few of 
the needy officers, however, have 
consented to accept such charity. 
Former Field Marshal Conrad von 
Hoetzendorf, declining a donation of 
4000 marks, wrote: 

“IT am not complaining, and feel 
that I have little cause to complain, 
when I think of the many wounded 
men who have even less than I. 
This money should go to help them.” 

Von Hoetzendorf and his wife are 
living at Innsbruck, occupying a 
small room in which their meals are 
prepared on an electric stove. The 
former field marshal’e income 
amounts to less than 1200 German 
marks monthly. 

Many former high officers have 
been compelled to leave Germany 
tor Austria afd Poland, where their 
German marks have a greater pur- 
chasing power. Others have taken 
low-salaried positions in the Ger- 
man provinces, where the cost of 
living is low. ; 

Considerable sympathy for these 
men recently has been manifest, 
even in liberal Socfalist, radical 
and antimonarchistic. quarters, and 
the newspapers have been advertis-

Revival of interest in the devel- 
opment of what has heretofore been 
designated variously as the “New- 
port Harbor” and the “Orange 
County Harbor,” has been aroused 
by the recent rapid growth of the 
deep-Graught shipping at Los An- 
geles Harbor, and the 
of projects looking to the creation 
of a Philippine hardwoods market 


cent development of water shipping 
of citrus fruits; all of which indi- 
cate the rapid congestion of ship- 
ping in advance of the completion 
of needed. facilities, and the possi- 
bility of the need of an auxiliary 
harbor for lighter-draught vessels, 
such as wil) be afforded by the six- 
teen-foot and twenty-foot channels 
nearing completion on the Balboa- 
Newport waterway and bay. 

With the return of A. B. Rous- 
selle from a year’s tour of Europe, 
activities have been resumed, and 
a herbor committee has been 
formed for bringing these matters 
prominent before the varied in- 

rests and numerous communities 
of Southern California. directly in- 
terested in the extension of water 
transportation, both incoming and 
outging. Besides Mr. Rousselle, the 
active members of the committee 
are: Lew Wallace, president of the 
First National Bank of Newport, and 
secretary of the Orange County Har- 
bor Commission; J. P. Greeley. 
of Balboa, and L..L. Gar- 

president of the Balboa 
Chamber of Commerce. These, wi 
others in an official or advisory - 
pacity. have organized to so bring 
the importance of the auxiliary 
harbor before the people of South- 
ern California, ag to win the co- 
operation of the Los Angeles Cham- 
ber of Commerce, the Harbor Com- 
missioners and the naval authori- 
ties. for the adoption of the plan 
of enlarged scope by the acceptance 
of the Balboa-Newport Harbor as & 
relief for San Pedro congestion. 

ORANGE EMPIRE HARBOR. 

The first meeting of this commit- 
tee has been held and after thor- 
ough inspection of the work done 
in the building of jetties, dredging 
of channels, etc.. they have an- 
nounced their conviction that the 
time hag come to get tangible re- 
sults from the nearly million dol- 
lars spent end appropriated for the 
harbor work Orange county and 


has announced 
bed the work 


done and under contract, substan- 
tially as follows: , 

“In the first place, the recent suc- 
cess of citrus fruit shipment by 
the canal route in place of the 
overiend trail, has extended the 
importance of the harbor to the 
counties of Riverside and San Ber- 
nardino, and it becomes a natural 
port for the entire Orange Empire. 
For this réason it is proposed to re- 
fer to this harbor in the future as 
the Orange Empire Harbor, in 
place of the former local names and 
to include these two counties in the 
Plans for its use and development, 
also extending to them the privilege 
of participating in the allotment of 
funds for such further development 
work as mey be required. 

“In the next place it is proposed 
to continue active agitation for the 
transfer to the Orange Empire 
Harbor of such interests, industries 
and traffic from San Pedro, as do 
not require deep-draught vessels: 
relieving the congestion and reserv- 
Ing the deeper Los Angeles Harbor 
for ocean-going vessels, for the 
Navy, and other maritime interests 
for which the deeper water is an im- 


tion of light-draught traffic 


aggrega 
is both feasible and practical, and 


may become very necessary sooner 
than expected, if proper care is to 
be given the growing number of 
ocean steamers making the Los An- 
geles port. 

“The new Orange Empire Harbor 
is an ideal lumber port, and it is 
proposed to bring before the lumber 
interests, both coastwise and im- 
port, the desirability of segregating 
this business at a point where it 
will not interfere with the miscel- 
laneous shipping that is crowding 
Los Angeles Harbor and will not be 
Titerfered with by this traffic, which 
will continue to grow so that lum- 
ber-handlifg facilities will become 
increasingly difficult. 

“The possible transfer to the 
auxiliary harbor of a large part of 
the citrus fruit shipping, the crea- 
tion of warehouses and refrigerat- 
ing plants and proper wharfage for 
the fruit trade will be a natural re- 
sult because of the shorter hau! 
from the citrus orchards of the 
Orange Empire, and the better care 
than can be given this trade by con- 
centration of the harbor on the 
three industries mentioned—fishing, 
lumber and citrus fruits. 

“In all of these matters it is pro- 
posed to work in close harmony with 
and in a purely auxiliary capacity 
to, Los Angeles Harbor; not in any 
sense as a competitor, but as that 
branch of the Los Angelés service, 
designated to take care of such 
trade as can be accommodated in 
twenty-foot and sixteen-foot chan- 
nels, leaving the thirty-foot and 
thirty-five foot channels for the 
heavier vessels. 


WORK DONE. 


“The fact that the cities of New- 
port, Balboa, and Orange county 
have spent or are still spending 
$790,000 on the auxiliary harbor, in 
the deepening of,channels, river di- 
version and building of jetties, has 
not received the recognition it might 
have had, were it not for the over- 
shadowing importance of the great 
undertakings of Los Angeles, and 
the Newport-Balboa committee pro- 
poses to see that this expenditure 
bears fruit in aiding the growth of 
Los Angeles, by being put to prac- 
tical use in caring for such traffic 
as is bound. sooner or later, to get 
in Los Angeles’ way. 

“Just last fall was completed, at 
a cost of $150,000, the diversion of 
the Santa Ana River, which for- 
merly emptied into the harbor an 
annual deposit of silt, which would 
necessitate frequent diedging. A 
new channel was dug for the river 
across the bar at a point vearly « 
mile west of the harbor, thereby 
forever eliminating the need of silt 
dredging 


ROCK JETTY. 


At the harbor ‘entrance there is 
now nearly completed a rock jetty 
extending 2100 feet inio the ocean 
and providing a twenty-foot channel, 
with breakwater service. At the 
land end of the jetty the obstruction 
point is to be dredged away, leav- 
ing a 200-foot channel for the en- 
tire distance. Several miles of six- 
teen-foot channels have been 
dredged on both sides of the harbor 
and a 4$50-foot turning basin of 
twenty-foot denth has been dredged 
at the western end, while the isi- 
ands have been diminished in size 
at the same time, leaving 'n addi- 
tion tothe shipping chanrels a 
yachting harbor acknowledged to be 
the finest on the Southern Califor- 
nia coast. 

“The Southern Pacific Ratlroad

NEW CHURCH 
ARE O.K.’D. 


Erection of Fine Structure 
in Hollywood to Begin in 


Near Future. 


Plans for the new Stephens 
Church of Hollywood, which have 
been In the course of preparation 
for more than a year, have been 
completed and accepted, and the 
construction of the edifice, which 
will be an important addition to the 
noteworthy buildings of the Holly- 
wood district, will be started by 
the first of next year. it was an- 
nounced yesterday. The site for the 
new church, at the northwest cor- 
ner of Yucca and Vine streets, a 
block north of Hollywood Boule- 
vard, was acquired about a year ago. 
The property comprises nearly an 
acre, having a frontage of approx!i- 
mately 200 feet on both Yucca and 
Vine streets. 

According to the plans which have 
been develoned, there will be three 
units, consisting of the main church 
a rectory and a parish 
es- 
pecially for entertainments and so- 
cial meetings, is now under  con- 
struction. This building will house 
a fully equipped kindergarten, Sun- 
day schoo! rooms, dining rooms, and 
kitchen. The rectory will contain 
nine rooms. 

The main building will be of brick 
with plaster exterior and stone trim. 
Roth exterior and interior design wil! 
foliow the early seventeenth century 
English Gothic architecture, the tn- 
terior being finished with Wood panel 
eellines, hardwood floors and plaster 
walls. The main auditorium § will 
heave a seatine capacitv for about 
650 persons. Plans also include a 
covered passarceway. to connect the 
parieh houre with the main church 


bufldine. The entire profect will 
renresent an tnvestment of approx- 
irmetely £186,900, 


Mane for the groun were pre- 
pared by architects Wolker and 
Fieen while Frohman, Robb and 
Tittta Roeteon were the 
architects.

READY TO START WORK. 


Plans C ompleted 


for New Half Million Dollar Addition 
to Pasadena Hospital. 


After more than a year of work 
devoted to the preparation of de- 
tailed plans and the raising of funds, 
construction of the new addition to 
the Pasadena Hospital willebe soon 
wnder way, according to Myron 
Hunt, architect for the building. At 
present the Pasadena Hospital has 


a capacity of 100 beds, and the new 
addition, to be an L-shaped, four- 
story fireproof structure, will have 
an additional capacity of 132 beds, 
although at the present time it is 
probable that only half of the new 
unit, with accom tions for six- 
ty-eight beds, will be erected. To- 
ward this end a fund of $500,000 has 
been raised, of which $100,000 will 
go toward endowment. 

According to the plans worked out 
by Mr. Hunt, the entire upper floor 
of the new unit will be devoted to 
maternity cases. The third floor has 
been especially designed for the 
handling of surgical case’, and the 
first and second floors for medical 
cases. The present operating-rooms 
are adequate te serve both the old 
and new units, and no others are 
contemplated at present. 

Wa will be confined to the old 
building, with the exception of 
three or four wards of four beds 
each, of the modern Swedish type. 
Otherwise the entire new addition 

over to private bed- 
rooms, designed and finished ac- 


pital construction. The building will 


in obtaining quality and in assuring 
the comfort of patients, or ease and 
economy of operation. 

A campa was started about a 
year and a half ago to raise $750,- 
000 for the new structure, together 
with various changes in the old 
plant, including a new powerhouse. 
a new laundry, an addition to the 
nurses’ home and an addition to the 
dispensary. Only $500,000, however, 
was raised during the campaign, and 
the construction of the building was 
delayed in anticipation of raising 
further funds. In the meantime. 
work proceeded on the nurses’ 
home, which was doubled in size, 
the addition to the dispensary was 
built, and the new powerhouse tun- 
nel and laundry, opposite the pres- 
ent buildings, have been constructed 
at a cost of $60,000. 

BIDS TAKEN IN UNITS. 

Bids on the principal four-story 
bedroom addition were taken in 
units of sixty-eight beds, eighty- 


one beds, ninety-nine beds, 106 beds. 


114 beds, and 182 beds, the latter 
being the assumed ultimate work- 
able size of the hospital. The amount 
of money raised to put into the 
auxiliary buildings, as well as the 
money required for doubling the size 
of the kitchens, the refrigerating 
aystem and the nurses’ classrooms, 
as well as in the main building, has 
left the hospital board in a position 
where it'can probably erect only the 
sixty-eight-bed unit at the present 
time, but a sixty-day option will be 
taken with the contractors giving 
the board the privilege of extending 
the contract to a ninety-nine-bed 
addition providing additional money 
can raised. 

The arrangement of the new wing 
is the result of a year and a half of 
study on the part of the board of

IGGEST MONTH 
IS LOOKED FOR. 


Predict Record of $9,000,- 
000 for October. 


With bullding permits to 
the value of about $400,000 
per day being issued, October 
will probably establish a new 
high record, in point of build- 
ing activity, according to of- 
ficials of the local building 
department. On the basis of 
volume of permits issued 
during the first two weeks of 
the month, it is estimated that 
the final total will be in the 
neighborhood of $9,000,000, a 
gain of nearly $1,000,000 over 
the record of last month, the 
highest in the city’s history.

We 
point with pride to our mineral pro- 
duction and foolishly imagine that 
it is drawn from inexhaustible reser- 
voirs. 

Arrogant in our self-sufficiency, 
strong in our temporary supremacy, 
we continue, year after year, squan- 
dering our birthright like drunken 
sailors, taking no thought of the 
morrow when our mines will in- 
evitably be exhausted and we shall 
be dependent for the means of in- 
dustrial livelihood upon the care- 
ed guarded minerals of other na- 

ons. 

Mines are not everlasting; ore 
does not grow like potatoes. Every 
ton of ore mined leaves so much 
less in the ground. The iron ore of 


World War, will be exhausted with- 
in a quarter of a century at the pres- 
ent rate of production. And if the 
per capita consumption of iron con- 
tinues to increase, and our produc- 
tion doubles every ten years, as it 
has done for the past century, the 
peak of the Mesabi output will be 
reached in ten years. 

Our copper mines have been de- 
veloped to their fullest capacity. 
Many of them have already been ex- 
hausted; and good authority states 
that there are probably no more of 
equal size.to be found within our 
borders. Zinc, lead and silver min- 
ing is at low ebb. The country has 
been searched in vain for more 
aluminum ore deposits. Our oil 
fields are limited and the next period 
of business activity will reveal such 
a shortage as to send prices soaring. 
Even our coal, of which we have 
the greatest supplies to be found in 
any country, will not last forever. 

The total value of our mineral) 
production last year is estimated by 
the United States Geological Survey 
as $6,707,000,000. The per capita 
consumption of minerals in the 
United States has multiplied fifteen 
times in thirty-five years. The world 

as used more mineral resources in 
the present century than in all its 
preceding history. 
PROTECT DEPOSITS. 

Do these facts not afford matter 
for thought? Cognizant of the fact 
that mining is one of the wasting in- 
dustries, do our laws recognize the 
situation? Is there any govern- 
mental policy of encouragement for 
our citizens to acquire additional 
mines abroad? Do we restrict the 
acquisition of our mineral deposits 
by foreigners? Do we ever limit 
such privileges to those countries 
which, in turn, permit us to buy 
mineral territory within their do- 
main? Do our legislators and busi- 
ness men give to these conditions 
"gpa consideration? Not at 
all. 
We have discouraged our people 
from entering foreign fields. We 
have no definite governmental pol- 
icy in such matters. We have not 
adequately protected the interests of 
our people abroad. We do not limit 
the purchase of our mines and the 
exportation of our ores by aliens. 
We open wide the doors of our 
treasure vaults and with our eyes 
open, but apparently sightless, per- 
mit them to be looted. 

Our representatives to the Peace 
Conference had so little apprecia- 
tion of the vital importance of fuel 
oil for our Navy and for our manu- 
facturing and our transportation in- 
dustries that they permitted En- 
gland and France to partition among 
themselves the great Persian and

We are too prone to look upon 
ourselves as self-containing and self- 
sufficient. Because we have as a na- 
tion followed Washington's advice 
to avoid foreign political entangile- 
ments we have had an idea that we 
need have no concern for foreign 
trade and commercial relations. And 
therein lies a serious error and a 
grave peril 

It is true that so long as we were 
still advancing and developing our 
own territory; so long as we had 


not yet reached our frontiers; so 


long as we were a borrowing nation, 
largely dependent on the older na- 
tions for our capital, our foreign 
trade took care of itself. Our debts 
abroad were most easily paid in our 
produce. Our develéping country 
and expanding industry demanded 


|more and more laborers*end fur- 
_nished constantly more jobs for our 
| srowing population. 
| we have reached our frontiers, now 
|} that we have suddenly become a 
|: creditor nation, there is great dan- 


But now that 


ger that we do not realize all that 
such changes imply. 

The starved and impoverished 
world may want our produce, but 
they also want to provide employ- 
ment for their own people. They 
may want our coal and copper, but 
at present may be unable to pay for 
them in their depreciated money. 
And if they do purchase them they 
will use them to manufacture goods 
to sell us in payment. 

And it is possible that with their 


cheaper labor and lower standard 
‘of living they can buy our coal and 


iron and copper and still undersell 
us on many manufactures in the

The 
mining industry is a solid, dividend- 
paying, respectable industry. 

No man who successfully develops 
amine or a process for improving 
the treatment of ores needs to be 
ashamed of it. He has been a public 
benefactor, and is entitled to a meed 
of profit and to public recognition. 
Wake up, therefore, brethren. Hide 
not your light under a bushel. Take 
part in public affairs and discus- 
sions; get together oftener; exchange 
ideas; ve in th per and 
dignified manner, the 
banker and business man that your 
interests and theirs are identical, 
and that they need you as much as 
you need them.

Close-up of Cotton Situation; Bond Dealers Emulate 
| - O. Twist; A. 1. B. Gets Into Action. 


The first movement of this year’s 
California cotton crop from the in- 
terior was noted last week by Los 
Angeles cotton brokers. Ginning 
mills have begun operations and in 
a few weeks the new crop will be 


oe on its way to the centra] mar- 

Prices paid in the interior for 
middling cotton last week followed 
closely the range set by January 
iutures in New York. Average 
prices ran from 19% to 20 cents a 
pound. However, little business was 
done on account of the season's, not 
being far enough advanced. New 
York prices seem to be definitely 
pogses at 20 cents a pound in the 
opinion of one Los Angeles cotton 
ma When the price drops to 19 
cents the South tightens up on its 
shipments. On the other, a rise to 
21 cents means a flood of spot cot- 
ton on the market. Twenty cents 
seems to be the happy mediutn. 
Some brokers nevertheless expect a 
better price later in the season, en 
account of the heavy consumption at 
present, both in the East and abroad. 
The carry-over is sure to be extreme- 
ly small in comparison to last year’s 
because of this fact. 

The California and Arizona cot- 
ton producing area is taking on an 
added importance in the cotton 
World because of its freedom from 
the boll-weevil pest, which dominates 
nearly every acre of cotton planted 
in the South and took over a third 
of this year’s crop... The ravages of 
the boll weevil this year is only an 
indication of the still greater dam- 
age it can do next season. Unless 
the depredations of the weevil are 
checked, a world cotton shortage is 
Hable to become an actuality in the 
near future. The grimness of the 
situation is pointed out in a recent 
editorial in the Wall Street Jour-

“Until effective means of meeting 
this enemy are devised and put in- 
to operation we must reconcile our- 
selves to a cotton crop little if any 
larger than the present. Even if 
it were possible to induce farmers 
to pant more acres, a normal crop 
could not be produced. The weevil 
has settled that question, and it 
will remain so until the planters 
find a way to sett'e the weevil. 

“The great carry-over has been 
looked upon as a bulwark of de- 
fense, but it will not save the eitua- 
tion. The total crop will be ‘ess 
than what the United States raised 
last year, and the big carry-over 
will disappear before another crop 
is picked. Our own carry-over is 
approximately 6,500,000 bales. Ex- 
perts estimate that from 1,250,000 to 
1,500,000 bales of this is untender- 
able cotton. Add this carry-over to 
the present crop 
less than 12,000,000 bales, or just 
about what our domestic consump- 
tion and exports should amount to. 
Figure it as you may, the 
over wil disappear by the end of 
this season. 

“After this season, a world bare 
of cotton must face the probability 
of short crops in the United States, 


which normally produces 60 per 
cent of the world’s supply. Before 
the war consumption was increas- 

faster than production. Now, 
production has had a eet-back far 
more severe than that given by the 
war to consumption. ere is the 
situation with which the trade must 
w e in the near future.”

The results of Mr. Marshall's sur- 
vey show that funds from police 
court fines, building department fees 
and other. sources of city revenue 
are being received at a rate which. 
if maintained during the year, will 
total at least $500,000 more than 
had been expected when the budget 
was established last June. 

The City Auditor admitted that 
he. had discussed the police situa- 
tion briefly with President Cris- 
well of the Council, who has taken 
the position that if the survey shows 
increased income is available, other 
city departments, as well as the 
police force, should be represented 
in the epending of the money. 

That the present situation is an 
emergency, which can only “be 
solved by whole-hearted, enthu- 
siastic co-operation between the 
Mayor, City Auditor, City Treasurer, 
Police Commission and City Council 
was the statement made yesterday 
by City Treasurer Powell. 

“I know that the situation can be 
met and the problem sclved,” said 
Mr. Powell, “if a sincere and de- 
termined effort to solve it is 
made.”

AIR PROBLEMS.

Aeronautical Editor of 


The Times: Will you please tell me 


what is meant by the term “angie 


of incidence”? 

Answer: The angle of incidence 
is the angle at which the wings are 
set relative to the fuselage @ body 
of the plane. When the plane is in 
normal flight the body of the ordi- 
nary airplane is in a horizontal po- 
sition, but the wings are not. They 
vary a few degrees from the horizon- 
tal position. The angle at which they 


vary is known as the angle of inci- 
dence. 


Q.: 


Aeronautical Editor of The 
In your opinion do you con- 
sider the monoplane more efficient 
and better suited for commercial 
aviation than the biplane? 

J. H. BILLINGS, Fullerton, Cal. 

A.: You have asked a question 
which hag been a bone of contention 
among aeronautical engineers since 
the airplane was first invented. There 
are @ great many points in favor of 
both machines. 

In my opinion the monoplane up 
to a certain size is more efficient and 
can be constructed so that it is bet- 
ter adapted to commercial use than 
the biplane. It is true that a biplane 
which would carry the same load as 
@ monoplane could be constructed 
considerably smaller and could be 
housed in a smaller space. By in- 
creasing the wing area of the bi- 
plane slightly it is possible to obtain 
a lower landing speed, but at the 
same time the monoplane will have 
a greater fiying speed, due to the 
absence of parasite nee, and 
will handle much easier in the air 
than the biplane. The new design 
of monoplane with the internally 
braced thick wing section has radi- 
cally changed airplane-bullding. 


Q.: Aeronautical Editor of The 
Times: Will you please be so kind 
as to answet through your column 
the meaning of the term of pitch of 
a propeller? 

EDWARD H. MYERS. 
Monrovia, Cal. 

A.: The pitch of a propeller is 
the forward distance that the pro- 
peller travels with ev revolntion. 
For example: A propeller having a 
pitch of 5 feet 3 inches should 
propel the airplane through the air 
that distance fwith each complete 
revolution. Of course, deductions 
must be made for slippage, re- 
sistance, etc., in computing the speed 
of an airplane.

in the light of the action threatened 
and taken by various States and 
municipalities recently, government 
control will be a big improvement. 

NOT 8O CLEAR. 

Just why, at this particular stage 
of the game, there should be such 
a hue and cry for regulation of air- 
craft is not exactly clear in view of 
the fact that practically without 
exception, aircraft accidents result 
in the death of the pilot alone and 
the hazard to the innocent bystand- 
ers is probably not one-thousandth 


son resulting from the use ef auto- 
mobiles. 

Here in California we have laws 
regarding the operation of motor 
cars but practically none regarding 
the qualifications of the driver. Any 
person capable of signing his 
name on the bottom of a card has 
the full permission of the law to go 
out at the wheel of a big automobile 
and let nature take its course, In 
the automobile accidents it is rare 
that the driver is injured or killed 
without-maiming or killing someone 
else, either a passenger or more 
likely, a pedestrian or passenger in 
another automobile. 


TOO BINDING. 
And yet our estimable State Leg- 


part of the hazard to the same per-/ 


islature last year passed a law bind- 
ing the operators of aircraft in such 
a way that, if enforced, it would 
be practically impossible for anyone 
to fly either for pleasure or business. 
Federal regulation, fortunately, wil) 
supersede State and municipal laws 
and will doubtless be a bit more 
sane. 

No one questions the necessity of 
some kind of regulation for the op-

Unques- 
tionably before the use of aircraft 
commercially is extended throughout | 
the country there will have to be) 
some kind of inspection similar to | 
that in vogue in Europe, where pilots 
carrying passengers for hire are sub- 
jected to severe teats of, their ability 
and their physical condition from 
time to time. 

Over in Europe the theory seems 
to be that the basic design and the 
physical condition of the airplane | 
itself is of primary importance. Only | 
aircraft of approved design and con- | 
struction are allowed to leave the) 
ground, and under such regulation it | 
would not be possible tor firms to do 
as they doe in this country, sell ob- 
solete Army training planes that 
have been standing in crates for 
three or four yearg as new and per- 
fectly airworthy products. 

THE RIGHT HEIGHT. 

Next to the condition and fiying 
qualities of the airplane itself the 
Europeans place the laws by which 
it may be flown, these laws calling 
for the observance of reasonable 
height over populated areas, no 
stunting except over fiying flelds, and 
operation by licensed pilot only. 

Third in importance ‘comes the 
pilot himself, the only law in the 
case of ordinary fiying calling for a 
pilot's license. The theory in this 
case is that operating a good air- 
plane according to regulations, it is 
practically impossible for any person 
who has once qualified as a pilot to 
endanger the public safety. Pilots 
who operate commercial planes, how- 
ever, are scrutinized with the utmost 
care, for the operation of a big cross- 
channel airplane carrying half a

The bill for Federal regulation of 
the air calls for an authority similar 
to that exercised in Europe, to be 
applied to American conditions. Reg- 
uiation undoubtedly will to some ex- 
tent hamper the aircraft industry 
and tend to slow up progress in 
commercial aviation, but with fly- 
by-night “factories” which are real- 
iv assembling planes, attempting to 
flood the market with antiquated 
aiveraft which by reason of their 
age are positively dangerous, regu- 
lation of some kind is needed and 
fervtwnately the ashington Dill is 
the result of sane thought by men 
who have the interests of 
aeronautics at heart. 


One of the crying needs of avia- 
tion in this country is a good com- 
mercial airplane motur of adequate 
reliability and good horse power, fur 
a reasonable sum of money. At 
present anyone attempting to turp 
out an airplane for commercial use 
la forced to use one of two motores 
in order to turn out his craft at 
a reasonable sales price. Both of 
these motors, the Curtiss OX5 
ninety horsepower and the Liber- 
ty 400 horsepower, can be had at 
a price which permits of commer. 
cial use, because of the fact thar 
they were turned out during the 
war in large quantities and can 
purchased from the government at 
a price which no manyfacturer 
nowadays ceuld meet, because of 
the small quantities pow warranted 
by the demand. 

For engines of other horse power 
than the Curtiss or Liberty manufac- 
turers must pay prices which put the 
finished airplane high up in cost 
and therefore too expensive for the 
average citizen to purchase. Just 
what the remedy will be nobody can 
tell for motor manufacturers can- 
not develop new engines without 
getting into high costs. There are 
only two apparent anewers to this 
question of what to do with the. 
high cost of development work. 
either this cost must be spread over 
quantity production or else some one 
vitally interested in the development 
of new engines, for instance the gov- 
must bear these costs. 
Over in Europe the governments 
recognize that quantity production 
at this stage of the game is im- 
possible and therefore carry the 
costs of development work them- 
selves. This policy of subsidizing 
never has been carried out in this 
country and probably never will be 
so it is up to the manufacturers to 
work out their own salvation and 
working out one’s own salvation is 
not always a successful proposition.

UD selection is no new thing, buf, has 
B been recognized and practiced by ex- 
— perienced propagators in this country 
for nearly three-quarters of a century. 
Among those prominent in its advocacy who, 
by work well accomplished, gained some- 
thing more than a merely local celebrity in 
horticultural endeavors must be mentioned 
&. P. Powell of New York, T. T. Lyon of 
Michigan and H. E. Van Deman-of Mary- 
land, while in California it was observed by 
the more advanced nurserymen, notably 
John Rock of Niles, who maintained ‘‘moth- 
er” trees from which buds were selected. 
Indeed, it cam be said without contradiction 
that for fully a quarter of a century the 
leacing nurserymen of California have invar- 
iably exercised care in the securing of buds 
from trees known to be good croppers 
quality fruit. Thejr efforts, however, -were 
more or less desultory and sporadic in char- 
acter: there were no systematic records 
kept of specimen trees from one year to an- 
other, with a noting of behavior of tree as 
well as character of products. In the late 
nineties and the first decade of the present 
‘century the more advanced in the nursery 
craft had come to realize that it was feasible 
to augment quality and quantity of orchard 
crops by systematic study of particular 
types of trees in each orchard, and by care- 
ful records to learn the source of buds that 
would dn large measure perpetuate the good 
jualities of the trees from which they were 
Originally the term “pedigreed” was ap- 
plied to trees grown from buds so obtained. 


This word, however, is a breeding term and 
applies to anima! rather than plant repro- 
duction, hence it was soon discarded. At the 
State Fruit Growers Convention in 1906,

one had ever seen a nurseryman around any 
orchard during fruiting season, noting or 
marking treés of special strength or merit 
with a view to securing scions or buds there- 
from for the purpose of improving his stock.” 
Had he asked the question a decade later, 
he would have leafed that the California 
nurserymen are spending thousands of dol- 
lars in the employment of specialists to do 
that very thing. For fully two decades bud 
selection was a topic of interesting discus 
sion both by orchardists and nurserymen, 
but it lacked continuity of purpose, cohes 
iveness and hence tangible results were 
wanting. 


THE MOVEMENT STARTS. 


In this connection it is pleasant to record 
that, in so far as deciduous fruit are con- 
cerned, bud selection became a tangible fact 
solely on the initiative of the nurserymen 
‘themselves. At the convention of the Calt 
fornia Association held in Chico in 1919, 
Wm. T. Kirkman, Jr.. of Fresno presented 
a plan for State-wide organization to take 
up along practical jines the creation of the 
California Bud Selection Association, the 
committee (consisting of Max J. Crow, 
George C. Roeding, Henry A. Hyde, J. BE. 
Bergtholdt and John S. Armstrong) to whom 
the preliminary work was entrusted, being, 
eminently successful in bringing about the

attended by representative orchardists and 
nurserymen immediately after the Clico 
meeting, there was formed the California 
Bud Selection Association, duly incorpora- 
ted under the laws of this State, with a capi- 
tal stock og $150,000, of which sum over 
$50,000 subscribed. 

Obviously the preliminary work entailed 
in the undertaking’ was varied, often diffi- 
cult, and in its geographical dfstribution 
covered a considerable area of the State. 
Mueh had to be learned and some mistakes 
‘were made, but on the whole progress was 
in evidence and results promising. .After 
establishing headquarters in San Jose and 
perfecting the organization it was not until 
February, 1920 that the undertaking got un- 
der way. Secretary Max J. Crow reported 
at the nurserymen’s convention in Fresno’ 
a year ago that during the summer of that 


year the organization had from four to six 
men constantly in the field examining, tag- 
this, orchardists have been located who have 
ging and getting production records on the 
various fruits ag they ripen.

would require three under less favorable 
conditions. 

In the hotter regions of the Interior val- 
leys and in Southern California extremely 
rapid development is possible and should, 
‘wherever possible, be utilized to bring the 
vines into bearing ome or even two years 
earlier than is possible in cooler localities. 

In the regions of slow development, where 
less than two feet of cane growth is to be 
expected the first year, the young vine re- 
fires no stakes and no summer treat- 
nt other than through cultivation to 
promote root growth. If this course is fol- 
lowed in regions where development is 
rapid, the time of bearing will be delayed. 
and the difficulty and work of obtaining a 
healthy vine of good shape much increased. 

To take advantage of rapid and large 
growth during the first year, the vines 
should be staked with three or four-foot 
Stakes as soon as planted, or where cane 
pruning is to be adopted, the trellis should 
be put up. 

An excellent and economical trellis is 
made by placing a seven-foot redwood fence 
post four feet outside the end vines of each 
row, with intermediate posts if the distance 
is more than 300 feet. Between these posts 
is stretched a No. 11 galvanized iron fenc- 
ing wire at twenty-eight inches from the 
surface of the ground. Reawood grape 
Stakes five feet long are then driven eight- 
een inches into the ground, eighteen inches 
from every other vine, using the wire to 
insure their exact alignment. The wire is 
then stapled to these stakes at twenty-eight 
inches. The staples should not be driven

| USING TRACTORS IN 
EARLY GRAIN SOWING. 


Barley growers in California find that the 
use of tractors makes it possible to increase 
barley and wheat yields because it is pos- 
sible to plow lands bet“re the first raiaa, 
thus taking advantage of the moisture which 
is retained in the soil iastead of running off. 
It has been the common pr i<tice in this 
section to wait until the first riins have 
softened the ground before plowing is com- 
menced, thus saving horse and mule flesh. 
Most of the grain is raised upon heavy soil, 
which becomes very compact as a result of 
little or no rainfall during the summer 
months. Latest agricultural methods de- 
mand that the maximum amount of mois- 
ture be saved, so that the germination and 
early development of the grain be not im- 
peded. Farmers Who are fortunate enough | 
to have machine power available for grain 
raising are taking time by the forelock and 
preparing their seedbed before the rains in 
November, December and January set in.. 
Tractors used on large grain farms are 
usually of the heavy type, drawing ten or 
twelve disc plows. When smaller tractors

FAVORABLE SEASON | 
FOR SWEET PEA SEED. 


LOMPOC.—The Lompoc sweet pea crop. 
is turning out better than expected. One 
grower, A. Zvolanek, has 100 acres in the 
flowers, and the seed, he reports, is of 
high grade. Other growers are also elated 
over the crop, which is of excellent 
quality. The season started right with less 
aphis than usual to trouble the grower. 
Throughout the growing .season the 
weather was almost perfect. During the 
past few weeks, the weather has been just 
right to develop the seed perfectly. 

During the past few years, Lompoc Val- 
ley has forged to the front in flower seed 
production, and sweet pea seed has lied 
the seed crop column. This year a large 
amount will be consigned to European 
markets, and for the first time some of 
these European buyers are taking Lompoc 
seed in preference to.seed from any other 
section of the world. 

Growers say the war has helped wonder- 
fully in winning recognition for the Lom- 
poc flower seed. In past years, large east- 
ern dealers bought Lompoc’ seed heavily 
and marketed the seed in envelopes 
stamped as though it had been imported 
from. Germany. Some growers. say dealers 
actually shipped Lompoc-grown seed to 
Germany and there reshipped it to this 
country in German-printed envelo

Tt would be unjust to the intelligence of 
the members of the Association to assume 
that they are satisfied with one or two-year 
records; far from it. Im talking over the 
situation with officials,-the opinion was em- 
phasized that it will require records cover- 
ing from five to seven years, and even longer 
periods before it will be safe to certify to 
planters, trees of a given quality; neverthe- 
less trees with even one or two year rec- 
ords possess a superior value as sources of 
bud supplies as compared with the practice 
that has been followed in the past. 

It goes without saying that propagation 
from a vigorous tree, typical and with a rec- 
ord of only one crop of quantity and quality 
fruit will produce better nursery stock, As 
time goes on and records are perfected, the 
recognized merits of nursery fruit trees 
grown from selected buds cut from record 
bearing trees must eventually lead to a race 
of trees superior from every point of view 

As to protective measures;-.members of 
the Bud Selec.ion Association are pledged 
to insert no buds in their nurseries other 
than those furnished by the association, ex- 
cépting where this is impossible. Members 
must agree to keep trees produced from buds 
furnished by the association entirely dis-

GARDEN CITRUS TREES. 


Among the principal reasons why citrus 
trees fail to set fruit ts lack of fertiliza- 
tion, and unless grower supplies his 
trees with stable manure or other forms 
of fertilizer he can not be assured of re 
sults. A good way of fertilizing home gar- 
den trees is to dig a pit three or four feet 
on either side of the tree, this pit being 
about a foot wide, two feet long, and two 
feet deep. It should be filled with well 
rotted maenure, thoroughly saturated with 
water, and then covered over with soil. 
find this 
manure pit and wil} be able to obtain 
plenty of plant food in this way. Barren 
trees haye often been brought back into 
productive bearing within a short time by 
this plan. 


‘It is also important that the trees be fur- 
nished with ample soil mofature at all 
times, particularly during ‘and immediate- 
ly following the period when they are in 
hioom. Permitting the soil to dry out at 
this time almost invariably causes the 
fruit to drop. 

Trees affected with scale insects usual- 
ly fail to bear crops and the home 
orchardist will it pays to keep his 
trees clean of pests at all times.

times past. There have been other things 
to think about since those days last June 
when we were so greatly concerned over 
the probability of \the comet with that 
formidable cognomen bumping, name and 


all, into the earth, or, with equally disas-; 


trous results from our point of view, hail- 
ing down upon us an exterminating show- 
er of meteorites. But Pons-Winnicke did 
not collide with our beloved planet, nel- 
ther did he mar its landscapes with an 
unsightly mass of meteorites, so we low- 
ered our eyes from their apprehensive re- 
gard of the heavens, and forthwith pro- 
ceeded about our everyday affairs. The 
comet descended from its high rank of im- 
portance to become a subject for jest. 
And the sky, in our estimation, relapsed 
into its previous state of inconsequence. 

Intent on matters here below, 

We scarce an upward glance bestow, 

Until the disregarded skies 

With blazing comets advertise. 


Truly, as a rule, we do give little at- 
tention to the visible heavens. Thomas 
A. Edison, in a recently published ques- 
tionnaire, interrogates as to the moon's 
varying phases, no doubt presuming that 
many members of his “class” would be un- 
able to answer correctly. Perhaps it is 
not a serious reflection upon one’s mental 
attainments that he should fail in this 
explanation, when it is remembered that 
Charles Dickens and other authors, and 
even painters of renown, have shown in 
their literary and artistic works at least 
a remarkable disregard for the causes reg- 
ulating the changing aspect of the moon. 

The subject of astronomy ifs interesting 
to all of us. We enjoy being told of the 
mountains and the craters of the moon; 
we sometimes preserve clippings relating 
to the planets—their movements, sizes, 
distances, and their satellites; we like to 
speculate upon the probability of there be- 
ing other inhabited worlds than our own. 
Startling astronomical theories attract our 
attention, and we delight to read of the 
wonderful revelations of the telescope and 
the spectroscope. All these, an@ other 
matters of like nature, secure our more 
than passive interest, but how many of us 
there are who have not the faintest idea 
where to look for such great stars as 
Sirius, Vega, or Arcturus, or the magnifi- 
cent constellation, Orion, which, with its 
immediate vicinity, affords so many at- 
tractions, visual and metal. 

It is true that occasionally we may in- 
duige in the pleasure of a peep at the 
moons of Jupiter, or the rings and moons 
of Saturn, through the telescope of our 
friend, the itinerant “astronomer” of the 
street corner, but there our visual investi- 
gation usually ends, and little we dwell 
ypon a source of delight that is almost 
sealed from us through our own indiffer- 
ence. 

Particularly impressive, when we 
seriously ponder upon the upper regions, 
are the enormous distances which sepa- 
rate our plan«t from the celestial bodies. 
We are appalled at the magnitude of 
measurements, many of which are _ ex- 
pressed in astronomical units of 93,000,000 
miles (the earth's mean distance from the 
sun,) or in light-years (the distance which, 
at the rate of 186,000 miles per second, 
light would travel in one year.) Atten- 
tion has strikingly been called to the enor- 
mous distances of stellar space in this 
manner: 


The star, Nova Persei, in February, 1901, 


suddenly increased in brilliancy many 
thovsand-fold, possibly from a_ collision, 
but faded away within a few days to a 
star of small magnitude, and it has been 
remarked that if this star, or distant sun, 
was surrounded by inhabited planets, all 
life upon these planets must have been 
quickly extinguished. But news of the 
catastrophe was 100 years in reaching the 
earth, for Nova Persei is 100 light-years 
distant. In other words, the observers of 


- this sight were eye-witnesses to an event 
which has occurred a century before. 

The meditative observer of the stars is 
filled with conflicting emotions as his eyes 
dwell upon the seeming, and his

scape viewed at the close of day, with its 
harmonies of sight and sound, and appear- 
ance of peaceful calm, and then proceeds 
to uncover the contrary conditions—the 
tumult and strife—that such a placid ex- 
terior may conceal. A iiksw contrast be 
tween the apparent and the real impresses 
one who contemplatively regards the 
skies. 

What romance there is in the stars. 
What untold numbers of lovers leisurely 
strolling in the gathering twilight have 
watched these “sentinels of night” as they 
with equal leisureliness make their appear- 
ance in the heavens. And when darkness 
grows and the sky sparkles with its thou- 
sands of gems, with what delight the lov- 
ers- in imagination transport themselves 
to some favorite star, there to dwell in- 


And again, how often has some 
lover, far distant ffom the object of 
heart’s desire looked wp at such a 
found consolation in the thought 
sweetheart at that very instant might be 
ooking with thoughts of him at the self- 
same star, and felt the many, many miles 
between them dwindle into nothingness. 
The remote possibility that the loved one’s 
attention at the moment might be usurped 
by an unworthy rival induéstriously “mak- 
ing hay” during the “sunshine” of his ab- 
sence—preposterous! Perish the thought! 

The wonderments of childhood are in 
great measure dispelled by the revelations 
of maturer years, but the mysteries of the 
heavens remain. The child’s wonder as to 
what it is that holds the little stars up in 
the sky and keeps them from sprinkling 
down upon the earth in an interesting 
shower, May undergo a pronounced evolu- 
tion as he increases in knowledge, but he 
will ever find that the solution of such 
mysteries tends only to multiply their 
number. With all the great progress of 
astronomical science, particularly within 
the 300 years since the telescope ws called 
to its aid, the enigmas of the modern as- 
tronomer are milich more numerous than 
were those of the ancients, but they are, 
however, of a far different nature. 

The study of astronomy needs po de- 
fense. It is not an idle diversion, even for 
the amateur. Its past and present contri- 
butions to the welfare of the ® -- more 
than justify all expenditures of what ever 
nature that have been made. And who 
knows what discoveries are yet to come 
that may influence the destinies of the hu- 
man race? 

Writers have called attention to the fact 
that it ig easy to imagine conditions which 
would have hidden from us all knowledgé 
of the starry skies. Supposing that our 
atmosphere were less transparent, or that 
it were in a state of perpetual cloudiness, 
we probably should have known nothing 
whatever of the stars, and their existence 
would, perhaps, be beyond range of the 
wildest fancy. Even the causes of day 
and night might now be a subject’ Tor 
vague conjecture. 

Let us imagine such an impenetrable 
condition of the atmosphere to exist, and 
that some aviator, by rising to a great 
height, has brought the splendor of the 
heavens plainly into view. Upon his re- 
turm to earth would the story of his won- 
derful discovery be considered worthy of 
belief? But let his story be verified by 
further explorations. Let the world be 
nfade to realize the view that may be had 
at a distance of only a few miles—up- 
ward. Are there many so timid as not to 
wish to make this flight for the sake of so 


stars. 


It is a mistaken impression that astron- 


omy is for all] who have appreciation of 
beauty, of harmony, or of the sublime, and 
those who do not possess these qualities 
already may acquire them by giving heed 
to its wonders. 

Such writers as Garrett P. Serviss, Mar- 
tha Evans Martin, F. R. Moulton, Richard 
Proctor, and many others, have done in- 
calculable good by presenting the facts 
and theories of astronomy in attractive 
and popular form. For, as one writer 
says, “it has become practicable to de- 
scribe in simple language the most essen- 
tial facts of recent astronomical discov- 
eries. That the progress of astronomy de- 
pends largely upon the support and sym- 
pathies of the general public is now recog- 
nized. And that the public, as a whole, 
and as individuals, needs the benefits to 
be derived from the development of the 
science, is equally apparent. 

Not every one, it is true, can be, or 
wishes to be, an astronomer, but each of 
us can avail himself of the delights that 
come from some degree of familiarity with 
the “friendly stars.” We need not deny 
ourselves the pleasure that surely results 
from ever so slight an acquaintance with 
astronomy on the ground that “a little 
learning’—etc., for that great educator, 
Thomas Huxley, has said, “if a little 
learning is a dangerous thing, where is 
the man who has so much that he is out 
of danger?” So if we have no inclination 
to pursue our astronomical researches to 
a point of “safety,” we are seemingly en- 


couraged by high authority to make — of} 


them a diversion. 

There are innumerable forms of recrea- 
tion or pastime, most of them, no doubt, 
of advantage to their possessors, who at 
least find pleasure in their indulgence. 
Among them there ig the hobby, as it is 
sometimes called, of “collecting.” Nearly 
every one is naturally inclined toward col- 
lecting in some form The disposition 
manifests itself in chilanood and general- 
ly persists through later years. There are 
the childish collections of dolls, buttans, 
pictures, bits of ribbon, etc., of the little 
miss; the collections of marbles, tops, 
balls, nails, pebbles, strings—there is no 
imagining what the small boy’s bulging 
pockets may contain; and there are the 
adult collections of rare coins, postage 
stamps, photographs, paintings, china, 
curios, souvenirs—again the imagination 
‘fails. Which all goes to show that “the 
fierce joy of collecting,” to quote a phrase, 
is not altogether meaningless. But what 
has all this to do with stars? Why, te 
answer is, it may suggest to some one 
the idea of starting an individual “star 
collection.” There are many “star-collec- 
tors” now, though they may not so term 
themselves. This form of “collecting” no 
doubt began in prehistoric times. As far 
back as history traces there are evidences 
of an absorbing interest in the stars. The 
ancients lived more in “the great out- 
doors” than do people of modern times, 
and naturally they gave much attention to 
the wonders of the sky, bestowing upon 
them religious beliefs and clustering about 
them. many legends, while any peculiar 
manifestation in the upper regions was re- 
garded with superstitious dread. Even at 
the time there is a _ perceptible 
wave of apprehension at some strange ap- 
pearance in the sky, as of a comet, which 
may be contrued as a “warning,” a har- 
binger of war, or as merely an intruder 
from outer space galloping in our direction 
with the hostile intent of switching hu- 
manity from the earth by a switch of its 
tail.

a greater knowledge of astronomy—a 
more accurate conception of the laws 
which control the universe, and such 
knowledge elevates the mind and tends 
to banish superstition .rom the world. 

The charm of a pastime such as this 
should appeal to all, from the youth whe 
finds pleasure in the exploration of strange 
fields, to those who through. advancing 
years find themselves more and more in- 
clined toward a contemplation of things 
exalted. 


Before proceeding further, 
perhaps we should, for the purpose ot a 
clear understanding, agree as to the mean- 
ing of the term, “star-collector.” The 
designation, “Star-knowledge-collector” no 
doubt would be more self-explanatory, but 
for the sake of brevity we may choose the 
shorter term. Then, to make our own defi- 
nition, let us say that a “star collector” is 
one who collects or accumulates in his 
mind the names and locations of stars. 
The planets of course, and the names of 
the constellations to which the fixed stars 
belong, should be included. 


There are numerous books on elemen 
tary astronomy, some of them written 
from beginning to end with the interest of 
a fascinating story. Such books may be 
found in almost any public library, or one 
may be purchased at comparatively small 
cost. For guidance, the amateur observer 
will find a carefully selected book of this 
nature of the greatest value. 

The beginner, it may be sugges a 
first need have no other object ee 
the mere locating of fixed stars, 
and constellations. That of itself will ar- 
ford sufficient interest, and the acquisi- 
tion of each new star will be a source of 
much delight to the collector. If there is 
some difficulty in acquiring a new “spect- 
men,” so much the better for its value in 
the estimation of its possessor. The 
planet, Mercury, for example, will require 
forethought and watchfulness for its loca- 
tion with the naked eye. Being quite near 
the sun it is visible for but few days in 
the year, and then shortly after sunset, or 
just before sunrise. For this reason com-

He can do 
many other things for you by a simple 
twist of the wrist. But would he tell you 
how to do it? Certainly not! If he did 
his pocket book would want to know the 
reason why. That’s the plumber way of 
doing things. From a plumber you don’t 
expect anything different. And as for the 
plumber’s tendency to leave the job in 
such.a condition that it is certain to get 
out of order again and require another 
visit from him, why that is one of our 
popular jokes—hag been ever since the first 
house was built with ‘modern conven- 
fences.’ And, pray, do you love your 
plumber? Do you love any plumber? You

to one; and then probably not.

IKE its big brother 
one of = insolvable mysteries, al- 


though about one-third ‘of our life is 
spent in sleep. We do not know 
what causes it, or what happens to us 
when we go to sleep, any more than we 
know what happens to us when we die. 

Sleep, like Death, is also the Great 

Equalizer. It is one of the few things that 
money cannot buy. Many a _ millionaire 
would give half his fortune for the sound 
sleep of a woodman. As Sancho Panza 
says: 
“Now, blessings light on him that first 
Jnvented sleep! It covers a lan all over, 
thoughts and all, like a cloak; it is meat 
for the hungry, drink for the thirsty, heat 
for the cold, and cold for the hot. It Is 
the current coin, that purchases all the 
pleasures of the world cheap, and the bal- 
ance that sets the king and the shepherd, 
the fool and the wise man, even.” 

There is a wide difference between the 
effects of sleep and of rest. A few min- 
utes’ sleep will invigorate you more than 
an hour's perfect rest. 

One of the most popular explanations of 
sleep is that it is due to an accumulation 
of “fatigue poisons.” If this is true, why 
do infants and old people sleep so much? 


There are those who maintain that 
strength and energy are not derived from 
food—that we need only a little protein, 


to repair waste—but from some mysteri- 
ous outer force, during sleep. Among 
these is Dr. Rabagliati of England T. B. 
Terry, in “How to Keepy Well af. Live 
Long,” writes: 

“When I consider the very small amount 
of food I eat in a day, and the work off 
head and hand that I do, I am simply 
forced to conclude that strength does not 
come from food. No human machine 
could by any possibility develop the 
streneth I use in a day, from ten times the 
food I eat. So I must say to you that, in 
some way, strength, vitality, whatever you 
please to call it, flows into us directly 
from the Infinite, while we sleep. We do 
not generate it; it is simply impossible. 
It comes into us. As we breathe deeper 

and more fully when asleép, I feel t'sat in 

some way our increased strength comes 
through the air we breathe. Hence the 
vital importance of having it fresh and 
pure, in our bedrooms.” 

Certainly, there is an excuse for the en- 
tertainment of such a theory. Take, for 
instance, this e-»>mple: A man goes out 
early in the morning, on a hunting trip, 
carrying no lunch. He loses his way, 
walks many miles, and comes home 80 
tired that he hs no inclination for eating, 
and is unwilling to go to the trouble of 
taking off his clothes. After sleeping 
soundly eight or ten hours, he awakes in 
the morning, bright, fresh and _ strong. 
Whence does his strength come?. 

Although I firmly believe that we all eat, 
from habit, far more than is necessary, | 
do not find it necessary to entertain the 
theory of this “mysterious outer force.” 
My guess is that, while digestion may be 
diminished during sleep, assimilation of 
food is greatly expedited, and more com- 
plete, and that this, together with perfect 
relaxation, is the secret of eur strength, 
when we awake, 

Not only is there mvch dispute as to 
what is the cause of sleep, but as to how 
much sleep we need. This varies greatly. 
It depends upon the constitution of a per- 
son, on*the occupation, on his physical 
and mental condition, on the _ climate. 
Many say that brain workers need less 
slep than manual laborers. I do not agree 
with them. It is not a natural theory. I 
find that [I need more sleep after hard 
mental work, than I do after I have been 
working hard with my, body. The larger 
the brain, and the mote work it is given, 
the more sleep it requires. Webster al- 
ways demanded eight hours’ sleep, and 
Gen. Grant said, during his campaign: “I 
can do nothing without nine hours’ sleep.” 
On the other hand, Napoleon is said to 
have been satisfied with three or fovr 
hours’ sleep. He died prematurely. Edi- 
son is another, who is often quoted as be- 
ing able to get along with only three or 
four hours’ sleep. I noticed, however, that 
he recently slept for fifteen hours at a 
stretch.

suppose. Prof. E. B. Warman writes: 

“I wish you might correct the fallacy 
that Edison is a superman, as regards the 
need of sleep. It is frequently reported 
that he requires but four hours out of 
each twenty-four. He not only requires 
more, but has more. This occurs only on 
special occasions, and even then, nature 
calls a halt many times during the day,. 
and demands a ‘letting go,’ if only for a 
minute or two—and he is wise enough to 
heed it. After a strenuous and prolonged 
effort, instead of four hours he not infre- 
quently sleeps fifteen hours at a stretch. 

“This fact, not the fallacy, should be 
given wide publicity, as much harm may 
be done by ambitious young men who en- 
deavor to follow a false theory. 

“A sufficient amount of sleep is positive- 
ly essential for those who wish to live 
long and live well.” 


T advise you to take all the sleep you re- 
quire. It is dangerous to curtail your 
sleep. An Englishwoman, at a meeting of 
the British Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science, described a long series 
of tests, with a machine she had invented. 
She deprived herself of sleep, and greatly 
curtailed .the hours of sleep. The result 
was that sight, touch, and mind improved 
in force and nicety, but the after-results 
were lamentable. It took fifteen days to 
recover from the loss of fifteen hours of 
sleep. 

Some persons, with large brains, have 
the faculty of sleeping at will. Napoleon 
would throw himself on the ground, and 
go to sleep within two minutes. Pitt, the 
English statesman, was a sound sleeper, 
and slept, night after night, in the House 
of Commons, while his colleagues watched 
the debate, and aroused him, when it was 
necessary for him to speak. 

When a person sleeps over-long, it is 
not always a healthy sleep. When there 
is over-gorging with food, sleep becomes a 
stupor. Cut down the amount of your 
food, and you will find you need less sleep. 
Stupor sleep does not recuperate, but 
deadens the faculties. Thus, by modera- 
tion in diet, you not only save health and 
money, but time, also. 

As to the time of sleep, it is unquestion- 
ably true that, as the old proverb goes, the 
best sleep is obtained before midnight. 
An hour before midnight is worth more 
than two after, so that, if you retire at 10 
and rise at 5, you do yourself more good 
than if you retire at 12 and rise at 9. Our 
absurd gyodern habit of turning night into 
day is bad, in more ways than one, ruin- 
ing ghe eyes, and the nerves. In London, 
they tried the experiment of raising the 
curtain in theaters, at 5.30 p.m. Two hun- 
dred years ago, the curtain arose at 4 
o'clock. _In Queen Elizabeth's time, din-' 
ner was eaten at abovt 11 am £ Now, 
fashionable people eat it at 8, or 8:30. Per 
haps, before long, we shall be eating din- 
ner at midnight, and going to bed when 
the cocks begin to crow. A crazy world, 
my masters. 

The afternoon siesta is the rule in all 
tropical countries. Occidentals, who think 
they can improve on such lazy habits, soon 
go home, invalided. 

Never sleep immediately after a meal. 
Always move around first, for at least half 
an hour. Inclination to sleep after eating 
is a sign of dyspenvsia, caused by eating 
too much, or in wrong combination. 

A better plan is to sleep—or at least to 


the principal meal. A Los Angeles friend, 
an elderly man of youthful appearance, 
undresses and goes to sleep for an hour 
before dinner. Few can do this, but all 
may and should rest before eating. If you 
are much fatigued and cannot do both. 
substitute a short sleep for a meal. It will 
strengthen you more than eating when 
fatigued. 

See that you have a comfortable bed. 
The mattress sMould be firm and smooth. 
Some claim that the head should be to the 
north. I have never yet found any ma- 
ig difference in the position of the 

Always sleep, as far as possible, in fresh 
air. This is especially important to tnose 
who have to breathe foul air during a 
greater part of the day. There is a great 
difference between the air inside of a 
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lects om the screen, and you breathe all 
night air that has passed over this dirt.

porch. Only moving air is pure. There 
ishould be a draft in the room, but you 
need not sleep in the draft. 

Darkness and quiet are of much impor- 
tance. Darkness you may usually secure, 
but quiet is hard to get, nowadays. — 

See that the bedding is not heavy. That 
is debilitating and prevents easy sleep. 
The covering need not be heavy to be 
wh arm. An eider-down quilt will keep you 
as warm as a blanket. Some advise that 
you should jump out of bed immediately 
on awakening. I do not agree with this. 
All animals stretch and yawn before they 
arise. You can safely follow their ex- 
ample.

You will, of course, always ehange your 
clothing when you go to bed. Wear as 
little clothing as possible. Sleeping naked 
is good practice. It airs and hardens the 
body. In the middle ages, every one-slept 
naked, you may see by pictures of contem- 
porary kings and queens, in bed. 

You should sleep alone. Sleeping with 
another person not only disturbs sleep, but 
is unsanitary. This does not mean that 
married people need occupy separate 
rooms. They should have single beds, side 
by side, as they do in Germany, and in 
some other countries, a habit that is now 
becoming general, in all countries, among 
well-to-do people.

But the presence of the Mis- 
sion infuses rich and everlasting meaning 
into this pleasant settlement in the sea 
hills.

San Juan Day, October 23, Cele- 
brated Amid Mission Ruins. — 


RECENT years the Mission has re- 

vived the custom of commemorating 
the anniversary of its founding—San Juan 
Day, October 23. The celebration has not 
grown as yet to the dimensions of a fiesta, 
as it doubtless will in time, especially 
jwhen the 150th anniversary ushers in the 
third jubilee period in 1926, such as was 
celebrated this year at the Mission San 
Gabriel Archangel. But the. services of 
San Juan Day are so unusual, so pictorial 
and impressive, as to attract every resi- 
dent whether Catholic or Protestant, and 
also many vistors, while affording locally 
good reason for a holiday. 
High Mass is chanted out of doors in the 
ruins of the stone church. A procession 
of priests and -**sr boys marches from 
the chapel of the Mission, across the pa- 
tio, down the aisle of the unroofed nave to 
an altar sweet with flowers and bright 
with lighted candles. The priests upon 
this occasion wear the finely wrought old 
vestments—those anfazing harmonies of 
bright elusive color tints and brocaded 
gold and silver brought over from Spain 
by the first missionaries in the long ago. 
From the nearest mission toe the south, 
San Luis Rey, has come a choir of sisters. 
Thus with sweet music, incense and the 
resonant chanting of the priests the serv- 
ice proceeds, an elaborate pageant out 
of some old miracle play. 
Over the heads of the congregation, in 
and out of their nests in the cracked dome 
above the altar, swifts are flying with 
muted twitterings. These strange uncom- 
mon visitors to Capistrano may be seen 
only in this one place, and like the wild 
plants and vines which have taken root 
in the fissures of the walls they seem to 
add the consecration of nature to that of 
man. |

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In forecasting the developments of any 
of the arts our only formula for calcula- 
tion lies in our study of the past. But the 
history of motion pictures is so unique 
that if our speculations of the future are 
to be governed by fhe ratio of the past, 
nothing but the imagination of a Dumas 
can prescribe its limits. 

When we compare modern sculptures 
with those of the Greeks of the fourth. cen- 
tury B. C.; the writers of the Elizabethan 


. era with those of today; the old masters 


of painting (who ground their own colors 
and made their own brushes,) and our liv- 
ing artists; and the great musical geniuses

This course of reasoning suggests that 
the perfection of certain arts is definitely 
associated with certain periods, and no 
doubt the motion picture will have its 
greatest achievements limited to a certain 
period. 

In reviewing the development of motion

With but one or two exceptions, there 
has been very little improvement in the 
camera itself, the present models being al- 
most identical with the early ones; the 
slight improvements being additional con- 
venient appliances manufactured, at the 
suggestion of individual photographers, by 
machinists who had nothing to do with 
the original camera design. 

The laboratories were confronted with 
great difficulties, for after the cameraman 
had done his work of making the expo- 
sures, his work was of no use unless the 
negatives were properly developed. And 
from these negatives must be printed thovu- 
sands of feet of film, which must represent

that oxidation took place so rapidly that 
the power and quality changed with every 
drum, thug making uniformity impossible. 


At first great ignorance was displayed 
compounding developers. The operators 
naturally used well-known fcrmulas, calcu- 
lated in proportion to the required amount, 
and for a long time the results were a very 
poor quality of negatives; full of chemical 
fog, grainy and very contrasty. 

Some of these formulas called for huge 
quantities of sodas, compared to the reduc- 


only out of sheer need of economy, some 
interesting facts were discovered 18 to the 
balance of chemicals in motion picture de- 
velopers. So that today, should we re 
verse the order of procedure and  red.ce 
our proportions to the quantities used by 
ordinary photographers, some of the 
might hesitate to use them. : 

To those who have grown up with the 
business, it is most interesting to revert 
to the early “laboratories,” often. inside 
some dirty, dingy building, with paper 
pasted over the chinks in the walls, bad 
light, bad air, the operators dragging 
heavy drums from tank to tank and 
scratching the film on everything in their 
way. 

Then compare them with the modern 
“Lab,” where films are developed on lixht 
racks, in lieu of heavy cumbersome drums, 
and in tanks (the ideal system,) in which 
a thousand or more feet can be developed 
at once, thus insuring better uniformity of 
density and quality, in well-ventilated 
rooms covering a square footage that 
would permit of only one-fifth the capacity 
by the old system. We also have:
